The proponents of this scheme in Southern California sent 
a draft of their proposed letter to him, apparently seeking the 
official backing of the Ex^Agents Association* He sent a sharply^

It is my observation that considerable sentiment is being 
built up against such practices and indications are that some

Continuing the practice followed after prevloua Executive Committee meiitliigs, 
we submit herewitli a aummary of the minutes of the third quarterly meeting of this 
committee, held in New York City on September 8, 1958: 

PSESJDEHT'S REPORT 

IM5UEMGE - The Increase in the group insurance principal sum for individual 
participants to $10,000.00 haa been approved and mde effective as of June 30, I950. 
The carrier Horth American Life and Casualty Company, had stipulated that at least 
75^ of those insured at the $5000. figure had to apply for the $10,000. coverage for 
the Mtter to become effective. Actually over 90^ did eo according to the carrier. 
The new certificates are being nailed to the Insureds. 

MEMBERSHIP - The total membership at the present time Is 3671. Five resigned 
since the last meeting. Through a conserted campaign the number of dues paying 
members, who^e delinijuent j^haa been reduced to II3. 

A\Il3cusslon occurred on the natter of Society members supporting political 
candidates by using letter-heads indicating they are "Ex-FBI Agents", or issuing 
political endorsements in which they are Identified as Ex-Agents and Society members. 
The Committee agreed that_ discouragin g use of deai^tlon^as„.EirEBI Agents is not,, a 
Bob iety 'T(mcttgigr^tmr"'ESat' the meit&ership shoE^T^e reminded that bringing the name _ 
of~the^"oclety"ln-Eb policies' is'' agi'lnat' Society pol^^ *'" 




CQHSTITUTIOM AMD BY-IAWS - A committee appointed by the President consisting of 
Society members John Leach of Buffalo and Bill Mackay and Bob Miller of Syracuse sub- 
mitted a recomiaendatlon that the Certificate of Incorporation be amended, the Consti- 
tution be repealed and the By-lave be revised (they would, include pertinent parts of 
the old Constitution). 

The revised set of By-Laws submitted by the Ccamnittee, through the President, 
vere reviewed in detail by the Executive Committee and some additional revisions nade. 

The proposed amendments to the Certificate and the propoeitian to repeal the 
Constitution will be considered by the membership at a special meeting called In con- 
junction with the San Francisco Convention. This le in accord with the procedure 
outlined In our present Ccnstitution. At the same convention the Executive Committee 
will meet and vote on the revised By-Laws. This prooeduire is called for in the 
existing By-laws. If all these proposals are approved they wpXJbs.,.,3JitaitJ;ed jtp the _ 
entire membership for a vcffce, as required.

CaABITaBIS FOUMDATIOH - At the present time there Is app:^0XiMte"Iy"^2, 000.00 ; .,^ 
in the Foundation Fund. No new cases have developed al though i several :have bean, con- 
sidered by the Board of Trustees. It was agreed that an article -"en the Founaation , , 
should appear in BveTj Issue of the Grapevine. The Executive Committee unanimously 
recommended to the Foundation's Board of Trustees that when word is received that a 
Society memiber is committed to an Institution or sanatarium, or hospitalized for an 
extended period, the appropriate Eegional Vice President should be asked to inquire 
as to any need for Foundation assistance.

This 
covered eleven months of our fiscal year. October 1, 1957 through August 31, 1958. It 
indicates tbat the Society is livijag well within its budget, with a saving of $3,233.98 
to date. The report was accepted and approved. 

HJBLIX^ATIONS CCMMITTliB EEPOBT 

Cbaimian Gordon Philips pointed out that the Grapevine could be mailed at less 
expense If it were classified as a subscription ncgazine. Accordingly it was agreed 
that henceforth the individual subscriptions to the Giapevlne be $3.00 per yearj con- 
sidered as part of each meonber's $10.00 dues. 

The Executive Committee directed that a study be nade looking toward reduction in 
the cost of all Society nflilings. 

CODE OF ETHICS 

At the last Executive Committee Meeting (May 12, 1958), the Presld«mt was instructed 
to appoint a Committee to canalder the advisability of promulgating and publishing a Code 
of Ethics for the membership. Ac cording ly_, Executive Committee Member Tom wiUtinson was 
appointed Chalnnan and serving with him .were John M. Masters On and John P. Ifelly both of

and in addition all had been well trained in the F.B.I. In summary, baaed on the back- 
grounds of all of us, it is self-evident tiat each Society member la fully aware of wbat 
constitutes proper ethical conduct. After discussion, the Executive Committee accepted 
unanimously the recomnandat ion of this special committee.

"How to Get a Job" which will be made available to the membership. The Committee report 
was acc^ted and approved.

Dear Fellow Mem*ber: 



September 26, I958 



The Certificate of Incorporation of our Society provides for seven 
directors (Executive Committee Members). We have actually been operating 
with a fifteen member Executive Committee for the past four years, or 
since our Constitution and By-Laws were amended. At that time the offices 
of Regional Vice-Presidents were created and the national officers were 
all made members of the Committee. It is now proposed that the number be 
set at thirteen. This is to be accanpllshed by providing that the retiring 
President serve only one year on the Executive Committee rather than three 
as presently provided. In any event it thus has become necessary to amend 
the certificate. 

The original Certificate of Incorporation also provides that the 
Society *s anniial meeting be held on the last Friday In November. Since 
Inauguration of our annual conventions five years ago, at which our annual 
meetings have been held, this is too inflexible an arrangement and ths date 
of the annual meeting should be controlled by the By-laws, consistent with 
the Membership Corporations Law of the State of New York. The proposed 
By-laws, discussed below, provide that the annual meeting of the Society 
should be held at a place and on a date set by the Executive Committee, 

It was felt that the Constitution and By -Laws should be thoroughly 
reviewed and up-dated - accordingly a Comraittee of three Society members 
who are attorneys, John E. Leach, Robert V. Miller eind William J, Mackay 
were appointed by the Society President. They have recoramended that the 
Constitution and By-Laws be revised so that there be a single set of By- 
Laws which shall include pertinent portions of the Const itutlon. This is 
common practice, as the Certificate of Incorporation serves, in effect, 
as the Constitution. Many of the original provisions renaln the samej 
certain of the paragraphs however, have been amended or deleted, and other 
paragraphs inserted in recognition of the needs of the Society in its 
present status . 

It is felt that there will be sufficient representation of all of 
the Chapters and of the Membership generally at the Convention in San 
Francisco in October next. So we plan to hold a special meeting there 
to permit & thorough examination, discussion and representative vote on 
the matter of the reccmimended changes.

Section 30 of tbs Membership C or p era t ions law of the State of New 
York provides that changes in the Certificate of Incorporation may be filed 
only after the concurring vote of a majority of the members present at a 
special or annual meeting. 

Article VII of our Constitution provides that an amendment (in this 
case repeal) of the Constitution may be proposed by fifteen members in 
good standing and filed with the Secretary. This has been done. Then it 
shall be considered at the next meeting of the Society (in this case the 
San Francisco meeting) and if two-thirds of the members present consider 
that it warrants submission to the general membership and so vote, it will 
be so submitted 1q accordance with Article VII* Two-thirds of the general 
membership who vote must then approve the proposal In orde^ for it to be 
placed in effect. 

As for amendments of the By-Laws, Article V of the present By-laws 
provides that fifteen members In good standing may file a proposal to 
amend, in writing, with the Secretary. This has been done^ The procedure 
then is for the Executive Committee to consider it and if four or more 
members of that Committee vote to submit the proposed revision to the 
general membership this will be done. A majority of those voting then 
must approve it, in order for it to take effect* A special meeting of 
the Kxecutive Committee is being called for San Francisco to consider 
the revision of the By-Laws, 

As indicated above those attending the special meeting in San Fran- 
cisco will vote caa the changes in the Certificate of Incorporation and the 
repeal of the Constitution, and the Executive Committee must consider the 
revision of the By-laws. However, so that all the members attending the 
Convention will be completely InfoErmed we will have sufficient copies of 
the proposed By-Laws on hand for all those attending. I shouH add that 
the proposed changes were reviewed in detail at the last meeting of the 
Executive Committee. 

Naturally, if these recommended changes are approved In San Francisco 
the complete proposals will be sent aimultaneously to the entire membership 
so that they can vote on them. 

We are enclosing herewith Notice of the Special Meeting of the 
Meiabership.

PRBSIDSMT'S REPCBT ' 

H^OHAHCE - The increase in the group Insurance principal sum far Individual 
participants to $10,CXX).OO has been approved and made effective as of June 30, 1959' 
The carrier North American Life and Casualty Company, had atlpulated ttBt at least 
7556 of those Insured at the $5000. figure had to apply for the $10,000. coverage for 
the aatter to become effective. Actually over gOjt.did so according to the carrier. 
The new certificates are being called to the Insureds. 

MEMBERSHIP - The total membership at the present time la 3671. Five resigned 
since the last meeting. Through a eonserted camjalgn the number of dues paying 
members 4 who are delinquent, has been reduced to 113 • 

A discussion occurred on the matter of Society members supporting political 
candidateB by using letter-heads Indicating they are "Ex-FBI Agents"^ or Issuing 
political er^orsements in which they are Identified aa Ei-Agents and Society members. 
The Ccmmittee agreed that discouraging use of designation as Ex-iBI Agents la not a 
Society functlouj but that the menibershlp should be reminded that bringing the name 
of the Society Into politics is ajp,lnat Society policy. 

COMSTrKITIOH AHB BY-IAWS - A committee appointed by the president consisting of 
Soclety'lttemberB John Leach of Buffalo and Bill Maclcay and Bob Miller of Syiuouae sub- 
mitted a recoBBuendatlon that the Certificate of Incorporation be amended, the Consti- 
tution be repealed and the By-lava be revised (they would include pertinent parts of 
the 'old. ConstltuticBi), 

The revised set of By-laws submitted by the Committee, through the President, 
were 'reviewed in detail by the Executive Committee and some additional revisions made. 

The proposed amendments to the Certificate and the proposition to repeal the 
Constitution vlU be considered by the membership at a special moeting called in con- 
junction with the San Francisco Convention. This is in accord with the procedure 
outlinijd In our present Constitution. At the same conventlcn. the Executive Conmilttee 
will meet and vote on the revised By-Lawa . This procedure is called for In the 
existing By-Lavs. If all these proposals are approved they will be submitted to the 
entire membership for a vote, as required. 

CauaiTftB ^ LE FOCfKDATIOW - At the present time there is approximately $32,000.00 
In the Foundation Fund. No new cases have developed although several have been con- 
Bldered by the Board of Trustees. It was agreed that an article oa the Foundation 
should appear in every issue of the Grapevine. The Executive Ccmmittee unanimously 
recommended to the Foundation's Board of Trustees that when word is received that a 
Society member is ccamaltted to an institution or sanatarium, or hospitalized for an 
extended period, the appropriate Regional Vice President should be asked to inquire 
as to any need for Foundation asaistanoe. ,. ^ .^^^^.^^ ,^ ^ _ „^ 

EIiECTIOH CF 1959 OFFICBas - Balloting to date has bee;i very heavy. The President 
was authorized to appoint a Committee of Society members tt^ count the ballots on 
September 22, 1959 and announce the results to the entire membership within ten days 
thereafter .

As your newly elected Chairman^ I would like to bring you up-to-date on 
the business of the Washington Chapter and also discuss our plans for the com- 
ing year. 

The election meeting was fairly well attended and, as usual, everybody 
enjoyed himself. Bob Shortley, retiring Chainaan, presided. Aside from the 
election, the principal matter of business was Chapter finances. Cash on 
hand as of election date was $26.42 but, thanks to Bob Shortley and Aaron 
Jacobson, who donated their winnings in the "50-50 Club" to the Chapter, we 
closed the meeting with $48.92 in the Treasury. However, outstanding obliga- 
tions have since reduced this amount to $8.92. There was general agreement 
that Chapter funds are in need of replenishment. After some discussion, a 
special assessment of $1.00 per Chapter member was voted upon and passed by 
the members present. This technique has been used successfully by some of 
the other chapters to raise funds, with amounts varying up to $5,00.

We met for the first time October 9 and had a pretty good session. Everyone 
seems to agree that there is a need to create more interest in Chapter 
affairs.

We are 
actively considering this, for it's certainly the sort of thing an organiza- 
tion such as ours should occasionally undertake. As you can see, there is a 
great deal of work ahead for everybody involved -- particularly the Co- 
Chairmen of the Entertainment Committee, Bob Shortley and Oran Waterman -- 
but with a good response and cooperation from the members, we should have an 
active and successful year. 

The Executive Committee also voted that, despite our financial status, 
the Washington Chapter should be represented by its Chairman at the forthcom- 
ing national convention in Dallas later this month, as has been done in previ- 
ous years . 

This brings you up-to-date on Chapter business. We certainly hope you 
will give us the benefit of your views on what we have planned thus far, as 
well as how you think Chapter operations might be improved.

At Uie recent conference for United States Attorneys, former Sp§cial 
Agent John Fyfjpoherty, who is chairman of the Washington Chapter of the Society 
of Former Sp6dial Agents of the FBI, informally asked me if it would be possible 
to arrange for a tour of Quantico for the chapter members and their families.

I told him that 
the Director would be very happy to consider the matter. Doherty came by my 
office today and left the attached letter in which he requests the visit to Quantico. 

Doherty mentioned that in previous years when the Director had 
approved such an arrangement the Society members took their sons to Quantico 
on a Saturday. Mr. Doherty said that if the Director did permit the members to 
go they would like to take their wives and their daughters as well as their sons. 
He did not know how many would participate but in prior years, when the outing was 
limited to fathers and sons, there were something like 200 who attended the outing 
at Quantico. 

Mr. Doherty stated that the members of this Society would proceed to 
Quantico via personally owned cars and would go directly to the Firearms Range 
where a firearms demonstration and a luncheon, which the chapter members would 
pay for, would be provided.

put the Director on the spot by raising the issue. He suggested rather that should[ 



be in Washington and happened to see Mr. Hoover that he feel the Director out on an 
informal "off the record" basis. He further suggested that if a script was prepared it 
should be submitted to the Bureau, not from the standpoint of getting the FBI's approval, 
but for giving the Bureau an opportunity of pointing out any deficiencies. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

The Society of Former Special ^ents of the FBI is basically a social 
and fraternal group which has no connection with the FBI. The FBI should not be placed

in a position of promoting or encouraging any general ventures by the Society of Former 
Special Agents. The subject of communism is extremely complex and subject to diverse 
opinions, evaluations and interpretations. The Director has realized this as indicated 
by the fact that he has minimized the number of Burfeau speakers permitted to talk on the 
subject of communism. Only four representatives in the FBI currently are permitted 
I to discuss this involved and complex subject. 

With regard to the production of a film on communism by the Society of 
Former Special Agents working with professional actors, it is likely that if the FBI 
reviewed the script, we might be called upon to pass on the background of the actors, 
the distribution of the film, etc. bi 

K the Society of Former Special Agents delves into this complex subject 
as part of a national program, splinter projects would be encouraged by each chapter 
and former Agents, regardless of their qualifications or knowledge of communism, 
would be encouraged to volunteer comments resulting in possible embarrassment to 
themselves, to the Society and to the FBI. If the Society got in hot water in connection 
with the film, it is inevitable that some blame would be placed on the FBI as a result 
of our prior review, if done, of the film. For the reasons mentioned above, it is 
believed that we should take a firm stand and not become involved in this situation.
